Hurricane Bob blew into town on 
Monday afternoon, leaving behind 
five inches of water and many 
downed trees, But for all the wind 
and water, there were no reported 
injuries. The fire department had 
no ambulance runs during the 
hurricane. 

Wilmington fared much better 
than towns in the southeast part of 
the state, and Rhode Island, where 
the storm roared ashore. But the 
time Bob had travelled northward 
across 50 miles of Massachusetts, 
some of its gusto had gone. 

The highest wind clocked at Tew- 
Mac Airport in Tewksbury was 65 
m.p.h. On Block Island, R.I. the 
wind reached 125 m.p.h.

Rainfall, measured at Brown's 
Crossing, North Wilmington was 
4.97 inches. Another .87 inch fell 
on Tuesday. 

Power was out in many areas of 
town for up to 12 hours, while 
other parts of town did not lose 
power. The power outages were 
localized, and caused by falling tree 
limbs or trees. 

A total of 270 Wilmington 
"incidents" were reported to 
Reading Municipal Light Dept. By 
4 a.m, 235 of these were done, with 
18 service (one-house) incidents 
and 17 area incidents remaining to 
be fixed. 

Reading Light reported 960 total 
“incidents in its four towns, with 95 


spots,

Flynn eludes police;

New owner wants 
old cottage removed 


After years of fighting to save a 
small building known as the Scale- 
keepers Cottage, the Wilmington 
Historical Commission now faces‘a 
month-end deadline to move the 
cottage or lose it. 

The-cottage at 9 Glen Road dates 
from about 1830. It was once used 
to house the town records after the 
Congregational Church burned. in 
1864. It is also believed to haye 
been used to store weights and 
records associated with the town 
scale, which was around the comer 
on Middlesex Avenue. 

Immediately next to the cottage is 
the old town pound, a large stone 
wall enclosure once used to corral 
stray farm animals until they could 
be returned to their owners. The 
pound dates from the early 1800's 
and is one of a handful of such 
pounds remaining in a state where 
every town once had one. 

Historical Commission Chairman’ 
Carolyn Harris said that to have the 
pound with the cottage next tq it is 
unique. To move the cottage would 
greatly reduce its historical value. 

Three years ago, the lot with the 
cottage was subdivided and was 
bought by developer Steve Lawren- 
son, who proceeded to build a house 
on the property. 

The 1989 town meeting voted to 
accept the scalekeeper's cottage and 
the old town pound as a gift. Law- 


renson met several times with town } 


officials, unsuccessfully trying to 
work out an agreement. 

Lawrenson was never able 16 sell 
the house he built, which was listed 
at $289,900. A Realtor said that he 
had several inquires about the 
house, but that potential buyers 
balked at keeping the scalekeeper's 
cottage. While there was no deed 
restriction attached, the Realtor's 
listing sheet said that there would be 
a deed restriction. 

Lawrenson proceeded to tear 
down modern additions to the 
scalekeeper's cottage, taking the 
building back to its original size. 
Later he had a carpenter close in an 
open area and put new clapbords on 
the front of the cottage. Since then, 
however, the cottage has deterio- 
rated. The windows are broken, and 
the doors stand open, While the 
members of the Historical Commis- 
sion have been itching to restore the 
building, they have had no legal 
right to touch the property. 

The property sat vacant for a

Members of the Wilmington 
Housing Partnership were 
surprised to learn at their last 
meeting that construction has 
apparently begun on phase two of 
the Shawsheen Commons 
affordable housing project off 
Hopkins Street. 

Chairman Carole Hamilton told 
fellow members "it concems one a 
little bit" that construction has 
started before a second lottery for 
the affordable units has been held. 
She added there needs to be more 
control, especially over the 
construction of the low to 
moderate income units, before the 
developer reaches the fifth and 
final phase. Planning Director 
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Lynn Duncan noted the board 
should make sure the affordable 
units are being spread throughout 
the development, as required, and 
Not grouped in one area, 

According to Duncan, developer 
Jay Tighe said he had to have 75 
percent of the homes in Phase One 
under purchase and sales 
agreements before moving ahead 
to the next phase. Tighe reportedly 
has 33 units under purchase and 
sales. Changes have recently been 
made to the mix of the 220 units in 
the project. Those changes led to an 
increase in duplexes and triplexes 
and a decrease in guadriplexes and 
single family homes.

Tewksbury's State Senator Patricia McGovern (D- 
Lawrence) may be facing a tough political battle as Governor 
Weld and Republican party officials foster an opponent in 
State Rep Brion Cangiamila (R - Billerica). 

McGovern is the faithful Democratic chairwoman of the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee, an unswerving ally of the 
upper chamber's autocratic leader William M. Bulger. The 
Senator is known for her dry demeanor, a consistent liberal 
agenda, and an ability to raise large sums of money. 

Cangiamila, a freshman legislator, is recognized by 
colleagues as the exact type of candidate an incumbent fears. 
"Brion Cangiamila has a reputation in the party and on Beacon 
Hill as the most tireless of campaigners. He won't run for 
something without knocking on every single door, speaking to 
every single voter. He's the epitome of a grassroots 
candidate," said Representative Marianne Brenton, another 
freshman Republican in the House. Cangiamila won an upset 
last November defeating his town's moderator Bill Greene, 
considered the dean of that community's political 
establishment, 

Ironically, McGovern entered politics under similar 


circumstances. When she challenged then-veteran Senator . 


William X. Wall, McGovern was clearly the underdog taking 
on a near political legend in the Merrimack Valley. However, 
Wall's age and political tactics became an issue and his eventual 
undoing. Though she ran as the anti-establishment candidate, 
McGovern gradually transformed from the idealistic outsider 
to the consummate insider, ingratiating herself with the 
Golden Dome network of Bulger, Dukakis and other 
Democratic leaders. Today, McGovern can legitimately be 
called one of the most powerful women in Massachusetts. She 
has a keen intellect for the budget issues and is a-sharp and 
often combative debater, as her last Republican challenger 
painfully discovered. 

"If Brion decides to run we would be very interested in 
helping him win the clection. He's been very interested in 


Tewksbury issues and has been helpful to the Tewksbury’ 


Republican Town Committee," said local G.O.P. Chairman 
Greg-Reynolds, who said that Cangiamila or any McGovern 
challenger should be prepared for negative campaign tactics. 
"McGovern proved last year that she has no qualms about 
slinging mud," said Reynolds. 

In the heat of the 1990 campaign, when many Republicans 
were surging toward upset victories over the collectively 

* unpopular incumbents, McGovern ran attack advertisements 
against her opponent. The senator shot one over the bow when 
she questioned the personal background of Alba Castilla who 
had three different last names over a period of time. The ads’ 
did not specify that this was due to marital changes. Some say 
Castilla, a Hispanic-American who speaks with a definitive 
accent, was the victim of racial undertohes. McGovern has 
denied these charges. 

But any evidence that McGovern will be a rough and 
tumble candidate has not dissuaded Cangiamila, who said that 
his campaigns are positive. "I think professional politicians 
sell the’ voters. short when all that their campaigns deliver is 
negativism instead ofa clear, substantive message abaut-who 
they are and what they will do to help people," said the 
Billerica legislator. 

Cangiamila said he has met with Governor Weld's staff 
regarding details of -a possible G.O.P. plan to unseat 
McGovern. "I have met with the governor's chief advisors, 
and want to discuss the matter in greater detail when Bill Weld 
returns from the governors’ conference in Washington state," 
said Cangiamila in an interview on Monday. The Billerica rep 


said he's already examined the demographics of the district - 


and belieyes Tewksbury would be a key community. 
"Tewksbury is a conservative town, very similar to my home 
town of Billerica", said Cangiamila. "I think with a viable 
option, a conservative, hard-working community like 
Tewksbury would consider a state ‘senate candidate who had 
more in common with the voters." * 
Before the McGovern epitaph is written however, 
Tewksbury political leaders described the senator as 
"entrenched", "hard-working", and "respected" in the 
community. "Pat McGovern is very established in Tewksbury 


and has beert highly visible in town,” said planning board 
member Cheryl Layne Busch. Selectman Charles Coppola, an 
ardent McGovern supporter, was definitive in stating her 
strength. "Senator McGovern has delivered so much to this 
district that I see her as being absolutely unbeatable." 

But strategists believe Cangiamila, with the backing of a 
popular Republican governor, could have a legitimate shot. 
G.OP. political consultant Tod Domke said Weld is doing 
exactly what the electorate yearns for when he uses his party's 
apparatus to take on the old political establishment. "They're 
really challenging the power structure in the state and that's 
what people wanted," said Domke, who described McGovern 
as "beatable” and said that the Republicans had the potential to 
capture a majority of the 40 seats in the state senate in 1992. 

McGovern's political machine is strong and her ability to 
effectively use the power of the incumbency has been observed 
previously. But a match with a fiscal conservative like 
-Cangiamila, recognized as a highly effective campaigner, at 
the very least provides McGovern with reasons to worry as the 
1992 election draws near.

A selectmen's meeting in Woburn 


early in 1674 voted: _ 

“Izack Brooks having ingaiged to 
set traps from time to time in a 
spring between Wood Hill (in the 
present Burlington) and Maple 
Meadow Playne (in Wilmington) to 
each Wolues, hee haueing bin at 
Charge to alure-the wolues thether; 
all other persons are prohibited to 
set any traps at the same place, so 
long as Izack Brooks liveth, and 
shall goe on to improue it for the 
same end or use." 

Brooks was paid by Woburn, 10 
shilling in 1676, on two occasions, 
another 10 shilling in 1677, and 
one pound in 1677 for two wolves. 

In 1677 he was paid three pounds 
by the County's order, for six 
wolves. 

Also paid ten shilling each, in 
1676 were Francis Kendall and the 
widow Nutting, by the Town of 
Woburn, 

The widow Nutting, it seems, was 
a Woburn resident, but the writer 
has no further knowledge of 
her. Widow Nutting killed a wolfe.

The Board 
of Health must’ force these 
companies to be godd neighbors to 
the people of* Wilmington, 
Companies must invest in the 
technology necessary to restore the 
quality of life and safety to their 
neighbors or close their doors to 
manufacturing in the area, The 
policy of our Board of Health 
should back the citizens by 
reflecting this philosophy.

Sales reps 
. banned from 
testing water 


With consumer complaints 
suggesting many people have been 
frightened into buying home water 
treatment devices from salespeople 
claiming their water is unsafe, 
Department: of - Environmental 
Protection (DEP) Commissioner 
Daniel S. Greenbaum has reminded 
residents that state law now makes 
that sales tactic illegal. 

"We want people to know that, 
when a sales-rep tests tap water and 
says it's not fit to drink, that 
person probably knows far less 
about health effects and far more 
about closing a sale," Greenbaum 
said. 

"The law makes it clear that 
water treatment sales people are 
neither qualified nor legally 
allowed to test water for its health 
effects. Test results from only state 
certified laboratories are 
acceptable." 

Greenbaum also reminded 
residents that every public water 
supply is regularly tested and must 
consistently meet every state and 
fedefal safety standard. 

Under the new law, which took 
effect in May, sales people may still 
tell homeowners about their

Small business owners across 
Mass, are getting a little hot under 
the collar, and it has nothing to do 
with the normal August weather. 

This sour feeling comes from a 
belief that their elected officials in 
the U.S. Congress seem to have lost 
touch with reality. 

With a skyrocketing budget 
deficit, business owners are 
dismayed that nothing has been 
done to balance the books! If any 
business owner or citizen tried to 
get away with the same type of 
deficit financing, they'd be thrown 
in jail in a minute. 

It's no wonder then that in recent 
surveys by the National Federation 
of Independent Business (NFIB) 
four out.of five Mass. business 
owners (83 percent) said Congress 
should focus its attention squarely 
on deficit reduction. Period. 
Foreign affairs and domestic 
programs will have to wait. 

And business owners feel that the 
budget problems are so crucial that 
thiee-quarters of them (76.3 
percent) would like a constitutional 
amendment to balance the budget. 

Unfortunately, it seems that some 
members of Congress want to 
pretend to be business owners: they 
want to tell businesses what 
benefits must be provided, how 
much to pay workers, who they 
must hire, and even what safety 
precautions they must take. Yet, 
for all their talk at playing 
business owners, they seem to have 
overlooked an important aspect - 
they've exempted themselves from 
many of the laws they require of 
businesses; 

That does not sit well with nearly 
nine out of 10 business owners 
(88.7 percent) surveyed by NFIB. 
They feel that Congress should not 
be allowed to exempt itself from 
laws it burdens businesses with, 
and likewise, these company 
owners feel that Congress has no 
business telling them they must 
provide health insurance to all 
their workers (opposed by 91.9 
percent) nor should they be 
required to hire employees based 
solely on a quota system (95°9 
percent oppose), 

As members of Congress take 
their summer vacation this month, 
they may discover that the only 
thing worse than the dog days of 
August is a steamed-up small 
business owner.

Health center

"The Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington is such an important

served 12 years for the armed 
robbery of the Bonded Vault Co. in 
Providence, R.I. 

That 1975 job was reportedly or- 
ganized ‘at the behest of the late 
crime boss Raymond L.S. Patri- 
arca. When he served a prison term 
in the early 1970's, several of 
Patriarca's associates stopped 
paying him. Once out, he 
Supposedly gave Flynn the safe 
deposit box numbers of those men, 
and instructed Flynn to organize a 
robbery. Flynn and eight others hit 


the vault company where those 
boxes were located and walked off 
with untold millions of dollars in 
cash and jewelry. That loot has 
never been recovered. 

Flynn grew up in Wilmington, 
and in the late 1950's had a reputa- 
tion of being a local tough.

Those who doubt 
DelGrosso should 


think twice 


It won't be.long now until fall is upon us and footballs are flying in 
the always tough Merrimack Valley Conferencé. It didn't take me 
long to get in the mood for schoolboy football after I recently 
stumbled on an old yearbook photo of former Tewksbury High 
School football coach Bob Aylward. 

Sure, Joe DelGrosso was the Tewksbury High School coach a year 
ago and he led the Redmen to their third Super Bowl, their first-ever 
in Division I. Unfortunately, the bow! format has been abandoned for 
a division playoff format in what seems like a cost-cutting measure 
(are you surprised ?), but at least Joe and his team can say that they 
were right there on the Foxboro Stadium floor battling giant Peabody 
a year ago. 

Yes, Joe is the coach and Bob Aylward is ready for his second year 
with the big boys in Nashua, but the ghost of Aylward's Past still 
lingers in Tewksbury, and rightfully so. 

It was heartwarming to see the standing ovation that was awarded 
DelGrosso at the Super Bowl pep rally last season, but the general 
feeling that I get around town is that this is the year we really find out 
if this little tough guy DelGrosso can really coach. The doubters are 
probably right. The Redmen will probably not be as strong as last 
year, and Joe might be forced to coach harder and longer. 

What those doubters also fail to realize is that even with a team that 
had Aylward stamped all over it a year ago, Joe left his mark with a 
swing toward more of a smash-face ground game and generally less 
gambling defensively.

It is almost impossible to repeat as MVC Champion, and one of the 
first tasks of the coaching staff will be to let the players know that 
every team, every kid who has ever hated, Tewksbury, will be 
gunning for the locals this fall, simply because they are champions, 

Playing like champions, even if they get off to a slow start thanks to 
a typically tough schedule, will be very important for the 1991 
Redmen. 

Tewksbury breaks camp August 31 with a scrimmage against 
Bishop’Guertin, followed by scrimmages against Marshfield (Sept. 4, 
away) and Gloucester (Sept. 7, home), The Redmen open at home 
against the Chelmsford Lions Saturday, Sept. 21.

A swimming tradition begins 


Pirates develop in and 
out.of the pool 


Five years ago this month, a 
group of coaches, swimmers and 
parents got together to form a new 
United States Swimming Club 
which would draw from the 
Merrimack Valley area. 

In the past, athletes who wanted 
to swim competitively had the 
choice of the area YMCA League 
or the Harvard-based Gator Swim 
Club. The need for a local USS 
team seemed apparent. 

Rick Battistini, who had coached 
at the Haverhill and Lowell 
YMCA's, and Josh Willman, with 
coaching experience at the- 
Andover/North Andover Y, signed 
on to lead the team along with 
several assistant coaches, 

Some competitors who had been 
with Battistini and Willman before 
joined the fledgling club and were 
joined by swimmers who preferred 
to give up the Boston commute as 
well as newcomers to the area and 
first time competitive swimmers. 

Parents and interested individuals 
formed a support group and began 
the "nuts and bolts" duties of 


. organizing and running a USS 


team. One of the first items on the 
agenda was the selection of a name. 


That's ‘how the Merrimack valley, 


Pirates were born. 

The majority of the swimmers 
came from the Merrimack Valley, 
Andover, North Andover, 
Methuen, Lawrence, Chelmsford, 
Lowell, Westford, Dracut and 
Wilmington. 

However, many hailed from as 
far as Harvard, Bedford, 
Pepperell, Tessurypon and Salem 
and Derry, .N. 

What fing these swimmers 
together was the desire for a more 
competitive program with high 
level, professional coaching. This 
the Pirates provided, while still 
offering a beginning program for 
the development of new and 
younger swimmers. 

Battistini brought with him a 
long history of competitive 
swimming and coaching success. 
He was an All-Star competitor in 
high school and All New England 
in college. He has been nominated 
three times for the Globe All 
Scholastic Coaches award and 
received the National YMCA 
Coaches Excellence Award in 
1985. 

Willman, who competed at the 
University of Miami, led the 
Andover/North Andover Y to 
many district titles and regularly 
had swimmers competing at the 
New England Regional Champion- 


ships and at the YMCA National 
Championships in Florida. 

Along with Coaches Battistini and 
Willman,the team is aided by Patty 
Fitzgerald, a former competitive 
swimmer and the swim coach at 
Haverhill Country Club. and for 
the Andover High School girls’ 
team, who handles the younger 


swimmers, and Lou Rosenfeld, a 
former YMCA and ‘Boys’ Club 
coach, who is the team's stroke 
technician. aoe 

The team met with a good deal of 
success in the first few seasons, 
sénding competitors to Zone and 
Junior Olympic championships as 
well as to the New England Age 
Group and Senior meets. 

In a way, however, this early 
success was something of a double 
edged sword. Word spread that the 
Pirates’ were nothing but a high 
powered program where every- 
body put in thousands of yards 
every day of the week and that 
swimmers were constantly pushed 
to do more. 

This was only partially true. Yes, 
thefe is a program where senior 
swimmers can swim six to seven 
days a week, plus additional 
morning workouts, but that is only 
one of three programs offered. 

Younger swimmers, 12 and 
under, have the option of selecting 
a three or five day a week schedule 
according .to what they are capable 
of or wish to commit to, 


Senior swimmers also have the 
five day a weck option. The 
coaches, parents and swimmers 
together determine which of the 
programs best fits the needs of the 
athelete and cncourage the 
swimmers to do their best and to 
strive for improvement. 

At the beginning of each short 
course season in September, the 
team members sit down 
individually with a coach and 
discuss what they want to 
accomplish, 

Goals are set for the season and 
the coaches keep tabs on their 
swimmers to sec that they are 
making the kind of progress 
necessary to reach those goals. 

The coaches also encourage their 
swimmers to take part in other 
activities away from the pool and 
many participated in school and 
community athletic and extra 
curricular activities. 

It is the firm belief of the 
coaching staff that a swimmer 
swims better if the swimmer is; 
enjoying the experience, and to that

Social activities included trips to 
Water Country, the Science 
Museum, Salem, MA, various 
historical sights and a whale watch, 
as well as informal get togethers, 
cookouts and more. 

The German swimmers also 
competed in several local meets 
while they were here, If conditions 
had not erupted in the Middle East 
last January, the Pirates would have 
completed the exchange this 
summer by traveling to Germany. 

Alumni of the Pirates can be 
found all over the map from as far 
away as the University of Alaska to 
as close to home as Northeastern 
and Boston College.

Sports crazes for all ages carry 
the potential for more than fun and 
fitness. 

If you love step aerobics, roller 
blading or skateboarding, take a 
few sensible precautions and you'll 
get better at the activity without it 
getting the better of you. 

Injury prevention starts with 
being in good physical shape to 
meet the specific demands the sport 
puts on the body, notes Dr. Barbara 
Messineo, an orthopedic surgeon 
and sports medicine specialist at 
Winchester Hospital. 

Strong ankles, supple legs and 
flexible muscles can pave the way 
for reduced risk of injury in your 
exercise of choice. 

For example, knee injuries are a 
common consequence of step 
aerobics, which puts pressure 
between the kneccap and thigh 
bone. 

If you do step aerobics, make 
sure you have flexible hamstrings. 
“When your hamstring tightens, it 
increases the pressure across the 
front of thé knee," explains Dr. 
Messineo. "And if your knees are 
swelling or crunching, back off,and 
work into the exercise program 
more gradually."

aerobics at the Regional Health - 


Center in Wilmington, 
Sunday from 10 to 11 a.m. 
Develop flexibility, endurance, 
coordination and strength prior to 
undertaking roller blading or 
“skateboarding.

For skateboarding and roller 
blading, having simple, but injury 
reducing equipment is an “added 
must. "The single most important 
safety protection for skateboarders 
and roller bladers is to wear a

Even if you are well prepared 
physically and have the right safety 
gear for skat¢boarding and roller 
blading, you can still get hurt. 

Although minor scrapes and 
bmises are common mishaps, a fall 
when you're cruising along on a 
skateboard or roller blades can 
cause fractures to wrists, elbows.or 
knees, 

Following a few simple steps 
when you first get injured can 
speed your recovery or indicate to 
you when you should seek medical 
attention. 

"Check yourself carefully 
immediately after the injury," 
Dr.Messineo says. "Decide if the 
area looks pecular, Make sure the 
joint moves all the way and that 
moving it doesn't cause pain or 
cracking. If an injured knee or 
elbow doesn't move like it used to, 
then you should get medical help 
immediately." 

If you don't need to seek 
immediate medical care, yqu still 
have to be more extremely careful 
at this point. Do not stress the area 
any more. 

Don't resume the activity, and if 
you've hurt your leg, don't put any 
weight on it. Instead, carefully 
wash the injury, then for several 
hours, implement the rice 
procedure. Rest, Ice, Compression, 
Elevation. Avoid applying heat 
because it can worsen the 
swelling.” 

Dr. Messineo adds, "Make sure 
you have the strength, endurance 
and coordination to take on these 
rigorous activities, find some good 
protective equipment and watch 
yourself carefully, especially if 
you get injured. Then enjoy 
yourself.”

Be thankful for the Coast Guard 


by Bill Conlon 

If you head down the Merrimack 
River until the water starts tasting 
salty, look to your right and there is 
Salvation incarnate. 

On the shore is a brick building 
with floating docks, and a sign out 
front simply says "Coast Guard 
station Merrimack River." Four 
boats tied to the docks all bear the 
distinctive orange hull stripe of the 
U.S. Coast Guard. 

I didn't meet any officers the day 
I visited, but I didn't feel I missed 
anything. The enlisted folks I met 
were all polite, intelligent, very 
helpful, and the type of people any 
parent would claim, with pride. 

According to Swampscott native 
Fireman Matt Cronin, who serves 
at the Merrimack River station, the 
Coast Guard's oldest facility in the 
country was located on Plum Island 
nearby, until it burned down a few 
years ago. The facility moved up- 
tiver a few hundred yards, but the 
“fo remains the same. 

» Tied to the docks are 15-foot and. 
*$2-foot Boston Whalers, both used 
as utility boats. 

For rougher work there is a 41- 
foot "utility" boat, with twin turbo- 
charged diesels, but Cronin said the 
41-footer is not supposed to run in 
seas over eight feet. However, he 
said, the 4)-footer has been out in 
15-foot seas, and safely returned. 

But the star of the Merrimack 
River station is "the Pig," a 44-foot 
"surf" boat with watertight com- 
partments astern and below decks, 
all with stout dogs on the hatches. 
The boat has the appearance of an 
armored car, and well it should. 

The surf boat, Cronin said, will 
operate safely in ANY weather. If 
you're acquainted with the North 
Atlantic, you understand what the 
weather can be like, It can get a bit 
hairy off the coast of New England. 

Naw, make that horrifying. Few 
things in nature become so angry, 
so often, as the North Atlantic. 

The Merrimack River station surf 
boat has the odd distinction, Cronin 
said, of being the only boat in the 
‘Coast Guard to ever flip end-over- 
end and safely return to port under 
its own power. 

The surf boat was returning to 
Newburyport, he said, when a 20- 
foot swell came up behind it. The

huge wave lifted the stern of 44315 
into the air, he said, but the nose 
struck a sand bar in the mouth of 
the river. The onrushing wave did 
the rest, and rolled the surf boat, 
arse over teakettle, 

One crewman serving aboard the 
‘boat that day, Cronin said, told the 
debriefers that he counted to 30 not 
once, as expected, but three times 
before the boat righted itself. 

A witness, however, said the boat 
righted itself in seven seconds, and 
44315 returned to the dock under 
its own power. Time slows a bit if 
your boat is upside down, I guess. 

Today, a stubby nose and ripples 
in the hull are all that's left of the 
day the surf boat flipped the long 
way around, and the memories. 

But boats are only a part of the 
equipment available at Coast Guard 
station Merrimack River. 

On Friday, when I visited, Sea- 
man Jason Brock of Malibu Beach, 
California, had the communications 


room duty for the day. They trade * 


off the job on the duty roster. 

Maps of the harbor and the coast 
line the walls, along with a couple 
of loaded M-16s, but Seaman Brock 
had more interesting machinery on 
his communications console. 

One device Brock had was a high- 
powered TV camera, which he used 
to watch boats entering and leaving 
the harbor. One big party boat was 
obviously exceeding the "wakeless" 
speed tequired in the harbor, and 
he watched as small boats were left 
bobbing in the big waves. A serial 
number on the big boat could be 
seen by the TV camera, which had 
videotape capabilities. So much for 
goofing around in the harbor. 

Another interesting device on the 
console was a radio receiver with a 
compass rose and flashing lights to 
mark the tocation of the transmitter 
giving off the signal. 

Brock said the tracking radio can 
be used for emergencies, such as a 


“mayday” call from a quick-sinking 
boat. If a boat has time for only a 
quick “mayday” call, he said, the 
radio will show the heading for the - 
rescue boat to take. Brock said a” 
response craft would stay on that 
heading, say it's 135 degrees, and 
look for survivors. . : 
If the mayday cail is longer, both : 
the 41-foot and the 44-foot boats .+ 
are equipped with directional radio 
detectors, similar to VOR receivers 
in airplanes. The detectors have a ‘ 
gauge face that reads "turn left" or 
“turn right," and a single needle, A 
receiver aboard the boat would be 
tuned to your emergency radio, and 
the needle would tell the coxswain ~ 
to turn left of right to stay exactly * 
on your heading. 


Cronin said the boat is turned 30 
degrees every few minutes, to make 
sure the transmitter isn't directly 
astern. Since the directional radio 
only says turn left or right, there's 
no way to tell if the emergency is 
directly ahead or directly behind 
unless they turn-“out of the path" 
now and then, 

Fireman Cronin said the mouth of 
the Merrimavtk River, where a six 
knot current meets the Atlantic and 
forms shifting sandbars, is one of 
thé most treactierous sea entrances 
in the world. 

Luckily, we have the Coast Guard 
on duty, around the clock, in all 
weather, in that crowded and busy 
harbor. Thanks, Coast Guard,

However, in a recent interview, 
Bergholtz, who bought the com- 
pany with Riley’s great nephew, 
Newton “Newt” Spurr, about 20- 
years ago, said “We have brought 
back some of the business that has 
faded out over the years. 
“Lasteyear we had a 15 percent 
increase in our product line.” 


Bergholtz is doing his part in 
reversing the balance of trade on 
the American side, He notes that 
instead of being threatened by 
Japan and Mexico those countries 
make up a large part of the foreign 
market that is being served by 
Ace Art.

(Newt's father) Spurr. 

Bergholtz remembers that the 
company was floundering around 
when he and Newt bought it. 

He noted that in 1972 it gained 
a government contract for some of 
the products. By that time the 
mounting corners had gained a 
spin-off family of products’ that 
include: postcards, FDC and plate 
block albums; reinforcement 
rings; gummed picture hangers; 
and photo albums. 

The company actually started 
to expand and bought Ken-Bar, a 
company that makes agricultural 
products. It was discovered that 
some of the same raw materials 
used to make the mounting cor- 
ners can also be used to make 
heating systems and tunneling 
devices that enhance agricultural 
growth 


Bergholtz also decided that he 
wanted to remain in the contractor 
business and started the Great 
Room Company which special- 
izes in building additions. 

Ironically, because of the 
growth of the two new businesses 


and the rebirth of the mounting 
corners, Bergholtz announced that 
he is moving Ace Art to another 
historical Reading site, the former 
Magee Stove Company site on 
Walkers Brook Drive. 

“T think history is important,” 
Bergholtz said. “Not many manu- 
facturing companies have a 
product that last 70-years.” 

He added, “It is rare thing in 
today’s world, where products are 
almost out of fashion before they 
hit the market.” 

Even though’ he is looking to 
the future with his business diver- 
sification, Bergholtz considers 
himself to “almost a caretaker” of 
the NuAce product line. 

“Except for some marketing, 
we keep things pretty much the 
same,” he noted. 

He explained that the sameness 
is in the packaging if not in the 
methods used to package, the’ 
product. 

“According to Bergholtz, he has 
stayed away from using plastic 
“blister packs.” 

Although he is not using the 
original paper envelope, the cor- 
ners are still packaged in a cello- 
phane pack.

_ Another difference is that 
instead of 100 corners for 10- 
cents, you now get 240 comers at 
a higher price. 

The corners still come in a 
variety of colors such as Black, 
White, Grey, Green, Red, Sepia, 
Ivory, Maroon and others. 

Because of his love of-history, 
Bergholtz has researched as much 
information on the company as he 
can gather. 

He said that Riley was an 
engraver by trade and an artist by 
nature. He traveled throughout the 
country making his living in the, 
goldfields of places such as 
Alaska. Along the way he invent- 
ed the way to fold paper to make 
the corners for photographs. 

According to Bergholtz, after 
Riley returned to Reading, he 
invented the punch presses that 
the company still uses today, and 
in 1921 the company was up and 
running. 

Bergholtz said that he cannot 
quite track down where the origi- 
nal building was but knows that it 
was on High Street near the rail- 
road depot. 

The present building was built 
in 1926 and was designed by 
Boston architect George. H. 
Sidebottom. 

That building was 3,800 square 
feet and over the years it was 
increased to its present 14,000 
square foot size. 

However, Bergholiz noted that 
the company now only has control 
of 6,000 square feet and thus the 
need for the move to-new quar- 
ters. 

In the early days two other 
companies attempted to compete 
against NuAce. Bergholtz said 
that one was bought out by the 
Spurrs and_the other probably 
died of its own weight. 

“There hasn’t been any compe- 
tition since the 1940’s, Bergholtz 
claimed, 

He added that the market for 
the business is not huge. and said 
that if it was larger than more 
competition might be around as 
the patent has run out. 

According to Bergholtz, the 
company hired as many as 50 
people at one time when evety- 
thing was done by hand. 

He notes that Ace Art itself 
now employs only five people and 
all the packaging is done automat- 
ically. 

According to Bergholtz, the 
quality-of the product is still the 
same. nS 

“We run four (of the original) 
machines and our craftsmanship is 
still as good as it ever was,” he 
said. . 

Bergholtz said that because of 
the age of the machines his 
employees have had to leam how 
to manufacture their own replace- 
ment pa ris, 

He added that a‘feeling of nos- 
talgia has come over him knowing 
that the machines will be moved 
out of the building for the first 
time in 65-years.

Welcome to the wacky world of 
“Mystery Date," where anything 
can happen and nothing has to 
make sense, 

Parker Bennett and Terry Runte 
are listed as the films’ screenwrit- 
ers. It's this duo's first time out. It 
wouldn't be hard to predict that it's 
also their last, unless these writers 
are more creative at coming up 
with a pseudonym than they were 
with this script. 

Ethan Hawke plays Tom 
McHugh, a nice but bland young 
man home from college for the 
summer. Tom is obsessed with his 
lovely neighbor Geena (Teri Polo) 
but is far too shy ‘to ask her out. 
Instead, this goofball watches her 
through a telescope and steals her 
garbage to learn more about her. 
Then along comes Craig, Tom's 
older, and far more charismatic 
brother, who is supposedly taking a 
break from law school. Craig 
(Brian McNamara) the ultimate 
manipulator, arranges a date 
between Tom and Geena, Craig 
then takes Tom shopping in order 
to mold his little brother into his 
own cool image. 


the idea is that after they buy 
Tom fancy duds and get himva new 
haircut, he looks just like Craig. 
Much of the movie is based on this 


assumption, as mistaken identity is 
a key to this "mystery date.” 
Unfortunately, they really don’t 
look anything alike. Therefore, 
within the first 20 minutes of the 
movie, the audience realizes that 
the premise is false. Things only go 
downhill from there, 

Craig is not at all what he 
seems. In fact, he's been playing 
dangerous games with the leader of 
a Chinese Tong. So, as Tom and 
Geena take off on their date, all 
kinds of angry people chase them 
for crimes he didn't commit. Every 
single person they encounter seems 
to be both blind and stupid 


Even worse is the fact that this is 
the date from hell and Geena acts 
as if it was a refreshing change of 
pace. Come on. What women is so 
desperate for a date that she'd hang 
around after someone tried to run 
her escort’s car off the road? 


Adding insult to injury is a ros- 
ter of performances that ranges 
from mediocre to lousy. With the 
exception of Fisher Stevens, who is 
actually kind of funny as a neb- 
bishy florist, nearly everyone turns 
in beige performances, including 
the usually charming Hawke. B.D. 
Wong, on the other hand, chews up 
the scenery with such vengeance 
that he garners some of the few 
chuckles in the film, even if they 
are inadvertent. 


The only real mystery in this 
movie is why it was ever made in 
the first place.

In his book, Awakening Your 
Child's Natural Genius, Dr. 
Thomas Armstrong urges parents 
to use their own homes as impor- 
tant "centers of learning." In the 
classroom, children are exposed 
to organized lessons. At home, 
they continue to learn by acquir- 
ing "tacit attitudes, beliefs, and 
behaviors” from the adults around 
them. These beliefs help shape a 
child's view of his or her own 
potential. 

Dr. Armstrong advises parents 
to tap family and community as 
valuable learning -resources, and 
to share work experience with 
children.

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Lynnfield welcomes new principal

Kristine Burke, former assistant 

principal at the McCall Middle 
School in Winchester, took the 
helm this month as the fourth new 
principal at Lynnfield High School 
since 1985. 
. But Burke, who started full-time 
at Lynnfield High School on 
August 5, isn't intimidated by the 
perceived instability there as a 
result of a string of predecessors. 

"It's something that members of 
the community have raised in 
talking to me,” says Burke. "I'm 
not concemed at all.” 

Stanley I. Robinson served as 
principal of Lynnfield High School 
from 1968 until his retirement in 
1985. Susan E. Sellars came on 
board in 1985 only to resign in 
1986 due to health reasons. Ronald 
Pacy then served as principal until 
his resignation in 1988, when 
William McAlduff Jr. took over. 

McAlduff turned in his 
resignation in February, stating he 
felt "compelled" to leave his post. 
In an interview with the High 
School newspaper, The Catalyst, 
McAlduff said "personal reasons and 
a difference in philosophy" with 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Jeffrey Young prompted his 
resignation. Neither McAlduff nor 
Young would offer further 
comment. 

Burke's intent is to stay in 
Lynnfield for the "long haul," she 
said, as becoming a principal has 
been one of her primary goals. 


She isn't sure what effect, if at 
all, the succession of administrators 
has had on the High School or its 
students. 

“It's real hard for me to make that 
judgment at this point because I 
haven't been here,” she said. 

But she's aware that it's an issue 
on the minds. of community 
members and some teachers, and 
understands that “peoples' 
perceptions are their realities.” 

“My emphasis is on moving 
forward, not focusing on negative 
concems," Burke said. 

With that in mind, her short-term 
focus through the start of the 
school year will be getting 
acquainted with the students, staff 
and community, 

She believes students can adapt to 
a new principal "as long as whoever 
the person is, is a person they can 
relate to and they like.” 

The fact that she's female and 
only 35 years old won't be a 
hindrance in gaining credibility 
among students, said Burke. She 
hopes to establish a student 
advisory group, similar to “the) 
faculty advisory councihin place,to 
advise her on issues. 

"I'm sure that there will be those 
who will enter thinking, ‘ah, she's a 
piece of cake, she's going to be a 
real pushover,’ " Burke said. "I 
think they'll find out very quickly 
that I'm not. I'm not concerned 
about that." 

"T've been an assistant principal 
for five years. 1 know, how kids 
operate, and I have certainly been 


tested before. It's the kids who'll be 
doing the testing, certainly not so 
much the adults on staff,” she said. 
But, Burke admitted, "I'm sure 
there are probably going to be 
teachers who have some concerns 
because I'm a young female -- 
"What does she know anyway?’ But 
that's fine, that's all part of it. They 
will learn very quickly what I'm all 
about and what I expect of them." 
Burke is sending a letter to the 
staff, encouraging them,to come in 
and speak with her before the start 
of school. And she wants parents 
and students to know that, until 
that time, she is available from 8 


a.m. to 3 p.m. to meet with them, 
too. 

The number-two priority for 
Burke this fall is preparing for an 
accreditation evaluation by the 
Commission on Public Secondary 
Schools of the New England 
Association of Schools and 
Colleges. An evaluation team will 
visit the school November 4-6. 

Burke doesn't see anything that 
stands in the way of the school 
being re-accredited, although she 
hasn't had a chance for an in-depth 
look at the curriculum.

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Finance tidbits for higher education 


Lesley College offers*Management degree in Wakefield 


During the 1990-1991 school 
year, $28,4 billion was available 
to students in higher education 
through a variety of financial aid 
packages. In fact, nearly seven 
million students receive ial 
aid annually, The money is there 
but it takes planning to find the 
sources and initiative to tap them. 
.~., , Federal Programs 

Federal aid comprised the 
largest single source, providing 
$18 billion last year. The govern- 
ment supplies financial aid 
through six basic programs; Pell 
Grants, Supplemental Educational 
Opportunity Grants (SEOG), 
Perkins loans, Stafford loans, 
Parent Loans for Undergraduate 
Students (PLUS)/Supplemental 
Loans for Students (SLS), ‘and 
college work-study: 

Pell and. SEOG grants are 
based on need, as are two low- 
cost government loans, Perkins 
and Stafford loans. Their rates are 
much lower than commercial 
loan's and payments can be spread 
over a decade. 

PLUS/SLS loans can provide 
more cash if needed. Their rates 
are higher than Perkins or Stafford 
loans but still below commercial 
loan rates, 

In college work-study (CWS) 
programs, underwritten by the 
government but managed by the 
college, students earn money 
while studying, usually at a part- 
time job for the college. 

An Array of Sources 

The remaining $10.4 billion in 
education aid came from a wide 
variety of sources. Hometown 
community chests, private compa- 
nies and many unions and profes- 
sional associations offer education 
benefits. Churches, charities, and 
the schools themselves, also offer 
scholarships. 


However, there is not typical 
student and no single formula that 
accurately reflects everyone. That 
is why the financial aid director 
has the final say in the aid a stu- 
dent receives, Students should 
inform the financial aid office of 
any special circumstances they 
feel will affect their ability to pay 
for school. 

Start Early 

Some aid packages are offered 
on a first come first served basis; 
applying early is crucial. It's best 
to apply as soon as possible after 
January 1 of the admission year. 

Almost every student is eligi- 
ble for some form of aid, but the 
only way to know for sure is to 
apply. Keith Jepsen, director of 
New York University's Office of 
Financial Aid advises, "When in 
doubt, fill it out." 

Today, a college degree can 
cost $50,000 to $100,000 making 
it one of a family's most important 
investment decisions. The time 
invested now in researching 
sources of financial aid will pay 
dividends in the future. 


For more information on these 
programs, students should contact 
their local community chest orga- 
nizations. The public library will 
have listings of companies, asso- 
ciations and unions that can be 
contacted directly. Also, every 
state has a higher education agen- 
cy that can tell resident students 
what aid their state offers. 

Branches of the military pro- 
vided $1.5 billion in financial aid 
for education, The nation's largest 
source of college scholarships is 
the U.S. Army Reserve Officers, 
Training Corps (ROTC). The pro- 
gram is a college elective course 
that provides leadership and man- 
agement training valuable for both 
a military and a civilian career, 

The ROTC pays $7,500 or 80 
percent (whichever is higher) 
toward tuition annually, in return 
for military service after college. 
The scholarship also pays most 
on-campus and lab fees and offers 
a flat rate for textbooks and sup- 
plies. Theré is also a $100 month- 
ly stipend students can use as they, 
wish. 

More than 3,000 ROTC schol- 
arships are awarded each year to 
students at campuses across the 
U.S. Studénts must meet eligibili- 
ty standards which include aca- 
demic criteria and demonstration 
of involvement in extracurricular 
activities. Upon graduation, recip- 
ients are commissioned as second 
lieutenants in the U. S$, Army. The 
commitment can be fulfilled full 


time in the Active Arniy, part time 
in the Army National Guard or the 
Army Reserve, or a combination 
of both. 


Getting financial aid may be as 
easy as filling out none of six 
standardized financial aid forms, 
all based in part on the federal 
income tax return. Certain areas 
of these forms refer to the tax 
form by line number. In some 
cases, a student can apply to more 
than one college using the same 
form. The student should contact 
the college's financial aid office to 
find out which form to use.

Sixth graders look 
forward to learning

"Sixth grade kids have a won- 
derful enthusiasm abcut them," 
commented V. Gail Votano, prin- 
cipal of the North Reading Middle 
School. "They're just up and ready 
for everything, so it is quite a fun 
group to have in the 
building... They look forward to 
learning." 

With the start of a new school 
year a mere two weeks away, 
Votano and her colleagues are 
looking forward to the implemen- 
tation of grade reorganization 
throughout the North Reading 
Public Schools, 

The close of school for sum- 
mer vacation marked the end of 
the North Reading Junior High 
School, which has housed grades 
7 through 9 since the 1975-76 
school year. In its place is the 
North Reading Middle School, 
which will now house grades 6 
through 8. Likewise, North 
Reading High School will return 
to a four-year grade organization, 

The elementary level will 
house studeftts in kindergarten 
through grade five, but only two 
of the town's four elementary 
schools in use 17 years ago, when 
that format was last used, remain 
open today due to enrollment 
declines during this period com- 
mon to every community. 

The reorganization was more 
than a mere change of the sign on 
one school building and the shuf- 
fling of students and teachers, It is 
the result of a three year process 
begun in August, 1988 with the 
formation of a 15-member School 
Reorganization Study Committee 
(SRSC). 

Educators, community leaders 
and citizens-at-large were mem- 


bérs of the committee which for- 


mulated the process for the reor- 
ganization through researching 
local educators as well as profes- 
sionals outside the district, plus 
public and parent opinion. 

The reorganization is more 
pronounced at the Middle School 


level since the class records for 
college entrance requirements still 
began in grade nine although the 
students were housed in separate 
buildings from the other high 
school students, 

In explaining the difference 
between a Junior High and a 
Middle School, Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Francis X,. 
O'Donoghue noted, "There is an 
implied philosophical difference 
in the two for one thing. Age 
grouping (of a Middle School) is 
supposed to be more in keeping 
with child growth development 
theory, 

"The notion of Junior High 
Suggests that there should be 
some emulation of the curriculum 
and mores of the High School, 
which isn't necessarily desirable. 
To be specific, such things as 
proms, total departmentalization, 
graduation exercises, all these 
things that tend to make children 
grow up before their time," he 
said. 

"I think it would be a mistake 
to assume that the kind of grade 
ection organization we have had 

some way essentially inferi- 

added O'Donoghue. "We're 
talking degrees of merit rather 
than absolute merit because the 
day may come when we will have 
to revert because, of different 
kinds of pressures...We don't 
want to put ourselves in a situa- 
tion that we say, absolutely this is 
the best.,.It is at the present time 
the preferred method," he said. 


NRHS Principal William E. 
Butler added, "It is as often driven 
by finances and the space in facil- 
ities as much as it is by philoso- 
phy, In fact, as,far as the high 
school ‘is concerned, a year ago 
there were probably fewer than 10 
high schools in Massachusetts on 
a 10 through 12 grade organiza- 
tion. We were just postponing 
everything for the completion of 
the renovations and the comple- 
tion of the SRSC work."

--BURLINGTON — The Burl- 
ington Public School system

Richard Benowitz, 43, former- 
ly a consultant at the Wildwood 
School, rose above 116 appli- 
cants, was recommended by 
School Supt.

voted in by the School Commit- 
tee in May as the new Fox Hill 
School principal. 

Benowitz replaces Dr. Gloria 
Lombard, who was principal 
there for 24 years and piloted 
that school on a course toward 
“being the town’s “architectural 
showplace in education.” 

Neely said Benowitz meets his 
criteria of a principal “who has 
a thorough knowledge of our 
curriculum and instruction” 
and who “‘is going to use those to 
implement the Strategic Plan.” 

A meeting in June, involving 
five subcommittees working 
toward fully implementing the 
Strategic Plan, produced in- 
dications that there is much 
community involvement, en- 
thusiasm and interest exhibited, 
as the groups work to ac- 
complish the school system’s 
goals. e 


The five subcommittees focus 
on curriculum planning, staff 
development, structuring, high 


school structuring, and com- 
munication with the public. 

Once school is started, a 
survey developed by a guidance 
counselor will be sent to 300 
random homes in Burlington, to 
determine just how much in 
touch with the school system are 
people who do not have students 
init. 

The information will be used 
to create more community in- 
volvement. 

The Wildwood and Pine Glen 
schools will sport new, ‘‘state- 
of-the-art” gymnasium floors. 

The old floors used to ‘‘bub- 
ble” in moist weather, but the 
new floors, according to Assis- 
tant Supt. for Business and Fi- 
nance James Picone, “‘will not 
have to be worried about for a 
lifetime.” 


They will be maple floors, 
designed accordingly to never 
bubble. 

Parents sending their children 
to kindergarten in Burlington 


this September do so with the 


knowledge that the 
kindergarten programs in town 
are outstanding. 

Two Lesley College professors 
worked with Burlington 
educators during the last school 
year and evaluated the town’s 
Extended Day Kindergarten 
Program. 

It was cited in the evaluation 


as being a ‘‘model early 
childhood program’’ and that 


the curriculum of literacy learn-* 


ing, mathematics and science 
merited ‘‘special commenda- 
tion.” 


The total school budget is 
$18,366,731. It meets. the 1.5 per- 
cent increase limit imposed by 
the Ways and Means Committee 
on all town departments. 

Other programs such as Cable 
in the Classroom, Cooperative 
Learning and writing workshops 
for teachers help Burlington 
toward its quest for educational 
excellence.

Prepare your child for the 
new school experience by 
explaining what to expect and 
answering all questions honest- 
ly. Children need to know the 
number of days and length of time 
they will be in school as well as 
how to get there and back. A child 
may be anxious, and needs to 
know details in order to handle 
the stress involved, Working 
mothers and fathers should make 
certain that the child knows the 
arrangement for before and after 
school care, 


«Convey a positive attitude 
about school. If the parents show 


enthusiasm for what the school 
experience can mean, the child is 
more likely to look forward to it. 
+Make transportation plans 
clear to the child. If he or she is 
to walk to: school, walk the route 
together a few times before and 
after school starts. If there are 
other children from your neigh- 
borhood who are of the same age, 
see if they can walk together. If a 
child goes to school by bus, help 
the child identify. the vehicle. 
Encourage older children to watch 
over younger ones.

know the numbers of their class- 
rooms until they arrive on 
September 3, Butler added. 

When new High School stu- 
dents report to the auditorium for 
a meeting at the start of the school 
day, they will receive their student 
handbooks, class schedules, lock- 
er assignments and a school map. 
After their meeting they will fol- 
low a condensed schedule of 
classes and end the day with 
another meeting where additional 
questions may be answered. 

Since several classes at the 
High School, such as typing, are 
mixed with as many as four grade 
levels, providing the new students 
with their own orientation day 
will give the teachers the opportu- 
nity to focus just on the new stu- 


Vice Principal Robert E. Pesce 
added, "They will have had all 
their questions answered and so 
forth before the older grades will 
be entering the building which 
might make them a little more at 
ease when the second day comes. 
And we do follow it up a little 
later on in the individual class- 
rooms when we go over the rules 
and regulations. We try not to get 
too heavy the first day." Overall, 
enrollment will increase from 385 
students last year.to approximate- 
ly 505 this year. 

At the Middle. School an 
evening orientation will be held 
on September 3. Incoming sixth 
graders and their parents will 
meet their teachers and receive 
locker and schedule assignments 
at 6:30 p.m. This will be followed 
by a 7:30 p.m. orientation for 
incoming 7th graders and their 
parents, 

According to Votano, time will 
be allotted for both students and 
parents to walk around the build- 
ing, find their classrooms for the 
next day and become acquainted 
with their teachers. 

With the exception of one sixth 
grade teacher, all of the teachers 
voluntarily moved from their pre- 
vious elementary school assign-

ments to the Middle School and 
all have experience teaching sixth 
graders. And all the ninth grade 
teachers leaving for the High 
School volunteered as well. 
“That's a wonderful way to start," 
Votano said, 


There wili be several changes 
in curriculum as well according to 
Additional sustained reading peri- 
ods for all three grades will be 
implemented. For the first time, 
eighth graders will be offered both 
Spanish and French as electives. 
In other academic subjects, three 
ability groups will be used for 
eighth graders and their will be 
total departmentalization of their 
courses to prepare them for a high 
school approach, she said. . 

A team teaching concept will 
be in place for both seventh and 
sixth graders. Seventh graders 
will have one team of four teach- 
ers and two ability groups by sub- 
ject, except in general arts and 
physical education.

Sixth graders will not be divid- 
ed by ability. Instead, they will 
spend about one-half of their day 
with their team teachers in the A 
wing in heterogeneous groups. 
There will be two teams of three 
teachers, and sixth graders spend 
additional time on language arts 
and reading because of their age, 
Votano said. 

The intent of using one wing of 
the building-for half of their class- 
es is to facilitate communication 
between the team teachers, not to 
isolate the sixth graders from the 
older students, added Votano. 


"The whole category of 
change, I think, is great. I'm look- 
ing forward to more kids, more 
teachers, different faces. Half the 
school is going to be new stu- 
dents, All those little changes are 
beneficial because we have had 
such little change,” Butler said, 
adding, "It's going to be nice to 
know the kids a little longer.”

Burke and the superintendent. 
have, however, talked in a general 
sense about the way courses are 
offered at the High School, rather 
than their content. 

"This is a very small school 
{enrollment hovers around 400], and 
70 percent of the courses that are 
offered are singletons, which means 
there's only one section of them," 
Burke said. 

Since singletons are offered only 
one tigae, conflicting classes make 
developing a master schedule 
extremely challenging.

some parents believe the High 
School not to be, particularly for 
the best and the brightest of Middle 
School students. This, even though 
89 percent of Lynnfield High 
School students in the class of 
1990 pursued higher educatiqn. 

School system-wide, the 
percentage of Lynnfield students 
attending private schools has 
averaged about 12 percent over the 
past eight years, right in line with 
the state average. No figure was 
available from the superintendent's 
office about how many of this 
year's 131 graduating eighth-graders 
will attend private schools. 

"I know that that is a concern," 
Burke said. "I haven't sat down and 
actually looked at the statistics 
myself. That's an area that I need to 
look at this fall." 7 
Burke feels the High School 
should be doing some kind of 
outreach, highlighting positive 
aspects of the academic curriculum 
and athletic program. She would 
like to see this done early, before 
parents must start making decisions 
about private school enrollment. 

“I think we have a lot to offer, 
but we have to make it known we 
have a lot to offer," Burke said. 

Another concern of parents that 
Burke feels is legitimate is over the 
elimination of freshman sports for 


the 1991-92 school year, a move 
necessitated by shrinking school 
budget dollars.
